Hon. 'Mi'. Davie — What about the 
cliuinpagno, flowing ou Cornioraut street. 

IIoii.' Tttr.' Humphreys— Did Fie say 
that ! 

Hon. Mr. Dinisiiiiiir — Vuu surely don't 
forget the time ym. lock iiie down to 
tho corner of Cormorant at reel, and the 
Chinese opened a case of chanipagiiu, and 
[drawing back his arm aa though pulling a 
cork] they opened it for you / (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys— Well, the hon, 
gentleman— 1 don't know — I" can't — ah, 
yes, now I do r(Uiiuiiilior tiiey did open 
.soiiiu champagne for you, and you drank 
it. (Laughter.) 'ihe iiou. member gave 
what ho said • was tho truth of tho 
matter. That it was Mr. Dunamuir who 
had requested hun to go to Chinatown. 

Hon, Mr. Dunamuir— Well — . 

Mr, Chairman said this sort of dia- 
cus-sion must end. Hoii. gentlemen iriiisl 
coutine Iheiuselves to iho iiucKlion.

Ho 
did nub lind fault wiUi the hun. getitjeman 
for endeavoring to secure the connnisaion, 
what hill he could not undorst;iud was tho 
wonderful change wliicli bad como -jver 
tho opinions of tho hon. member for 
Comox. 

I'here was considerable angry discus- 
.sion, during which Hon. Mr. Huiuphroys 
denied the president'of thecMuncil's stale- 
nieut, Haying he was' luiable to tell the 
truth. 

Hon. Mr. Diiiisiiiiiii' said Ihti presont 
poBtinii.stor eoiild subHtiuitiiUe his slate- 
ments with roforonce to tho hon. mem- 
ber's connection witli Chineso con tracts. 
As for his capacity for truthfulness in 

CO 1 n pariflon .w;ili)|, jilMifi^o^^^ 

for Comox, he would loiive thfit tb bo de- 
cided hy tlio people of Victoria, Tho 
class for which tho hon. membtu- claimed 
ho was acting lit the liist opportunity 
would be glad to [irovont him from again 
coming to the house. Ho had no dosiro to 
any anything . more on the subject — he 
buutldorM the rbmarks of the hem, gon- 
fcleman sheer clap-trap. 

Col. Baker considnred it a poor defence 
t4> my- thftt, beoiiuae they ecidd prohibit 
children of bonder ago, and girls and wo- 
men iroih working in the minus, that it 
wuH (iIbo within tlieir power to exclude 
Chinese, It was ono of thoir cunstitu- 
ticin;il ]irivilcg6s in iho ciss qattod, l«ul 
was nut in the p^osont in&tance. , He hbd 
been oho of tho cninuiittou to inquire into 
tho ovidonco submitted, and had carefully 



considered it, but his conclusion was that 
tho Chinese had not been proved a danr 
gerous class. 

Mr. Bole stated his opinion -lliat l!:c 
clause proposed was not within the power 
of tho house to pass. For tho [uirposo of 
securing a cheap po]iul.-irity ho could not 
loud liini.self to favor legislation that was 
not within their pioviiicc. Ho would 
exorcise his judgmeiit in all matters, and 
when his constiluonl.s dillored with him, 
they could vote for him to stay at homo, 

Mr. Ladnor favored" the retaining of 
the Chineso clause. In view of tho poti- 
cions that had botUi presented to this 
liouae ho could not do otherwise. 

Mr. Beaveii thought that every honor- 
able gentleman had a peifoci, right to ox- 
press his o|iinion (in tho ni.itter, and ho 
(Mr. B. ) would not accuse thorn of insiii- j 
cority. Tho honorable gonblenian referred 
to tlio exclusion of Chineso from voting; 
to tho prohibition of the salo of liquor to ' 
Indians, and that preventing the eiiiploy- 
munt of girls and boys underground in j 
support of the clause. Ho did not think | 
that tho opinion of a lawyer was Worth 
any more tlmu that of any other niembor, 
tor tho simple reasmi that such opinion 
was not paid foi. He referred to tho 
position taken by tho provincial secretary 
on thu (question of Chinese voting, when 
about every other nieinhnr of the house 
claimeil the contenliou unconstitutional, 
hut il liiul jiio\ ed uthurwise. Ho would 
apiieal to the hou.se on behalf of the 
iiiiner.s, of their wives and cliildron, to 
giiint tho nieaHure of protection sought 
U.I ho given in this Chinese clause. 

Hon. Mr. Robsun said the debate had 
brought to the surfaco some jieculiar 
facts. They had seen the hon. gentloiuan 
from Cumox po.sing as a moralist, and 
knew how well lio wasenlitli:d to do so. 
It was not iiecessaiy to be a lawyer to 
uiidor.^tand whether iho clause w.as eoiisti- 
tutijomil or otherwise. Thu fallacy of the 
contention ip regard to the exdukiuu of 
boys and females from mines had been 
clearly shown up. Thoro was a great deal 
of difl'eranco in this than in legislating a 
whole race out of tlis mines. 'I'lie clause 
referring to the exclusion of [icrsona from 
responsible positions in mines who did not 
apeak English did not mean Chineso, but 
all mdiuiialitioB who did not uudorsland 
tho English language. The hon. leader 
of the opposition's statement that because 
they had power 'to forbid the salo 
of liiiuor to Indians, they had also the 
right to exclude its sale to Chineso was 
fooli.sh. That hon. gentleman knew that 
Indians wore wards of the crown, and in 
the eyes of the law were minors, and tho 
house had tho right to prohibit the sale of 
liquor to them as they had in. 
the case of whites Under 'age. He 
(ftlV. B.) had on several occasions 
referred to tho fact that the house 
had acted oonstitutioiiall}' in excluding 
Chinese from voting, and this was also 
lirouf of their power to exclude them 
from tho coal mines. This was ahaurd, 
for the house. had power to direct who 
Hhould.,andi^whu should nob be allowod to 
exercise ' the fratichiso. With regard to 
the taunts ef tho opposition that tho gov- 
orninciit had failed to bring in a measure 
for tho protection of tho miners as pro- 
mised, it would ho seen on referring to 
his honor's speech, that no detinitu pro- 
mise was made. .Tt had at first beep pro- 
posed to incorpot'jkte the Englisb'act, hut 
tho whole matter was subiiiitted to the 
miners, and the hitroduction of the bill 
was undertHken hy tho hon, junior 
member from Naiiaiuio, a' ipiito 
apiiropriatu selection. The t".out« of tho 
opposition' were altogetTior unci'.Llod for. 
Tho constitutionality of the claiiso he 
would not discuss. Ho did not consider 
Lhat thu Chineso had been i^roved a 
daugerous class ; there hod been fewer 
iiccidents attrihutaMe to' Ohincso accord- 
ing to numbers than to whites, and his 
knowledge proved such to be case. He 
believed if the matter was placed fairly 
bofoio tho miners of Nanainio and Well- 
ington, without any undue pressure being 
brought to bear, that tiioy would almost 
to a man favor the employment of Chineso 
iu the mines. They had voluntarily taken 
the Chineso into thoir employ, and found 
lhat they could iniiko a good inariiiti of 
profit from tlmt labor. It would be in 
the interest of the miners themselves if 
tho Chinese elauso was oliiuiimted from 
the measure before thorn. 

Messrs. McLcsse and Humphreys spoke 
in. favor of tbe oUuso. ' . 

The Chinese clause being piit was lost 
by a vtito of 1(5 to 7, as follows:
